Edward Smidgly-Rydz might have ! 
been just another good artist with | 
a difficult name to pronounce if the! 
late Marshal Joseph Pilsudski had! 
not crossed his path. | 


The No. 1 man in the Polish Army 
and the axis about which the pre- | 
sent European drama_s revolves, 
Smigly-Rydz had long wanted to 
paint and write and dream. He} 
was an avid reader and a fine 
scholar, He studied at the Art In- 
Stitute of Lemberg and was well; 
headed for the erudite life he 
sought when Pilsudski, then armed 
to the teeth in Polish liberation 
zeal, selected him to be his collab- 
orator. | 

Four years ago, Pilsudski died and 
a year later, in November, 1936, 
Smigly-Rydz succeeded him as Mar- 
shal of Poland. He put away his | 
paint brushes and pallette. He col- 
lected his treasured volumes and 
put them back in his book-lined 
library. He sat down to work on a 
job that he realized was a 24-hour 
one. He knew his Poland and he 
knew the great need for men who 
would unravel its knotted skeins, 

Poland’s marshal is a man of the 
people. He hates pretense and likes 
the common iman. He believes in a 
stern, hard life. 


He eats simply and briefly.

LONDON (\P—Great Britain an- 
nounced tonight that she had de- 
cided on complete mobilization of 
her vast naval, regular army and 
air power against the threat of a 
new Europan war. 

The government’s portentous de- 
cision increased the strain of Eu- 
rope’s war of nerves to an almost 
unbearable pitch. 

Already 12,000,000 men were un- 
der arms and massed on the con- 
tinental frontier. The great British 
war fleet was strung out in battle 
array across the North Sea. 

Orders had been given to evacu- 


{ ate 3,000,000 helpless persons, child- 


ren, women and invalids, from Eng- 
land’s cities to the countryside 
starting tomorrow. 

PARIS CALLS COUNCIL 

PARIS, (l)—The council of min- 
isters was summoned to meet un- 
der President Albert Lebrun at the 
Elysee Palace at 6 p. m. it is high- 
ly exceptional for the council of 
cinisters—which is the cabinet and 
the president—to meet without a 
prior session of the cabinet. 

Official dispatches from Rome 
and Berlin convinced France that 
both the Italian government and 
the Vatican are making new moves 
for peace. 

The pope was reported to have 
cabled to President Roosevelt ask- 
ing American participation in the 
latest peace effort. 

SOVIETS AIR PACT 

MOSCOW, ‘\P\—Soviet Russia to- 
day called up reservists to increase 
her vast armed forces by 500,- 
000 men and summoned a joint ses- 
sion of the supreme Soviet (parlia- 
ment) to meet tonight to discuss 
ratification of the new non-aggres- 
sion treaty with Germany. 


Disabled Plane 
Lands Safely 


Pilot Sets Ship Down 
On One Landing Wheel 
As Ambulance Stands By 


BURBANK, (tl?) — While a fire 
truck and an ambulance waited be- 
side the runway, and a crowd of 1,- 
000 gathered to watch a Western 
Air Express airliner circled for two 
hours over Union Air Terminal last 
night with a crippled landing gear. 

Finally when the gasoline was 
about exhausted, Capt. C. G. Mc- 
Kenzie decided to chance a one- 
wheel landing of his big plane with 
its load of four passengers and three 
crew members. He swooped the two- 
motored Boeing dogwn onto the 
grass beside the runway. The crowd 
cheered as he balanced the seven- 
ton craft on its one good wheel for 
200 yards to check the speed, Then 
the ship slumped on the right side 
where the landing wheel was buckl- 
ed and the right wing tip caught 
the ground and spun the plane in a 
circle. One propellor snapped off, 
and a great cloud of dust arose, 
but the passengers and crew step- 
ped out unhurt as the fire engine 
and ambulance rushed up with si- 
rens screaming.
